WASHINGTON, July 29 


Former Senator James Eli Watson. 
84, who served in Congress under 
eight presidents and who was often 
mentioned as a presidential candi- 
date himself, died today. 


Watson was an "old-guard" Re- 


publican from Indiana. Curing his 
long service in Washington he was 
both Republican whip in the House 
and Republican Senate leader.. 


He was stricken with an in- 


ternal hemorrhage on Oct. 12 
and was taken to a. local hos- 
pital. Later he seemed to re- 
cover, and in December was 
able to return home, apparently 
in good health. 


His death came- suddenly today 


shortly after he was taken to a 
hospital. 
, 


Watson was bom in Winchester, 


Ind., Nov. 2, 1864. He was'just 30 
when he was elected to the House 
in 1894. He served as a representa- 
tive lor 12 years, playing a con- 
spicious part in politics of the era. 
* * * 


HE RAN FOR governor of Indiana 


in 1908 but was defeated by Thomas 
R. Marshall, who later became vice 
president. 
Watson resumed law 


practice, isC RushviHe; Irfd., until 
1916. 


Then he ran for the Senate and 


was elected to fill the unexpired 
term of Senator Benjamin F. Smv- 
ely. He served in the Senate until 
1933, 
when he was swept out of 


office by the Democratic landslide. 
Since then he maintained a law 
office in Washington. 


^ His interest in politics was 
warm to the last. He was a 
familiar figure around the capi- 
tol even at the last session of 
Congress. 


He had figured in many poli- 


tical events. After World War I, 
he helped organize and lead the 
fight against the league of nations. 
He was an expert on tariff legis- 
lation and fiscal matters. , 
- He was House whip under Theo- 
dcre Roosevelt and they were warm 
friends until Roosevelt formed his 
third party. Watson, a strict party 
man, did not follow Teddy in the 
bull moose revolt.

BROOKHAVEN, N. Y.. July 29 (IP) 


—A new step in the atomic energy 
attack on cancer was made public 
today at the Brookhaven national 
laboratory of the Atomic Energy 
commission. 


A new point duringr growth 


has

discovered where 


gamma rays and X-rays kill 
tissue cells. The discovery may 
answer a puzzle of doctors, who 
have cured many cancers with 
these rays, but failed with many 
more, because for some mys- 
terious reason many cancers re- 
sist the rays. 


The Brookhaven work was aided 


by funds from the American Cancer 
society and the Donner foundation, 
Philadelphia. 
The >vork is by Dr. 


Arnold H. Sparrow and associates, 
in the Brookhaven biological labora- 
tory, directed by Dr. F. H. Nuns.

WAS KNOWN THAT in can- 
he atomic rays destroy tissue 


cells during the period when single 
cells are dividing to -form, tvo cells 
each. This division is how cancers 
grow. It is also how healthy cells 
grow, in men, animals and plants. 


The atomic studies were made 


on trillium, the white flower 
common in Spring in Northern 
woods. These plants were given 
doses of X-rajs, about equal to 
the mildest rays given human 
beings. 
Cell division lasts for several days. 


In the flowers the destructive effects 
ot the X-ray were not spread over 
the whole process, but lumped in 
one brief phase of the division. In 
that period, the rays cause a bomb- 
like explosion in the thread-shaped 
bodies, called chromosomes, which 
govern heredity. The fragments of 
this short period _were 50 to 100 
more numerous than at any other 
time.
